Britain’s Bulwark 


A GREAT DEAL has been heard about Britain's 
Air Force during the last year, and the strides it has 
made in increasing the production of, aircraft and 
in training of men, But far less has been said 
about what still remains the senior service, the 
Royal Navy. The command of the sea is no less 
vital to Britain than it has been in the past. 

Without a victory at sea no large invading 
force could: reach and maintain itself on British soil. 
But the tasks of the British Admiralty. go far be- 
yond keeping invaders at bay. Upon it fall the 
manifold duties involved in keeping the sea safe 
tor British ships to carry supplies in all waters, and 
in preventing enemy ships from running the block- 
ade. The great key ports fike Gibraltar, Alex~ 
andria and Singapore,-have been provided net only 
with protection against enemy attack but with re- 
serves of fuel and ammunition.

Three years ago there. was some uneasiness in 
Britain about the preparedness of the navy for 
sudden eventualities, especially in the Mediterran- 
ean. There is no such uneasiness today. So 
much concentrated work has been put into the re- 
equipment of the navy. that it can safely be said 
that it has never in the last twenty years been 80 
fully provided for emergencies. | New ships. of 
every kind have been built and other ships have 
been refitted. 

The knowledge that Britain’s forces are well 
prepared to defend its shores and {ts seq-borne 
supplies undoubtedly contributes to ‘that quiet 
confidence with which ‘the British people are fac- 
ing the war. 


Registration of Women. .--- 


WOMEN of Canada feel that they must give as 
much. help as they can in the present crisis which 
faces the Empire. In recent weeks, they haye con- 
ceived a plan, and placed it partially in effect, where- 
by, through developed organizations, they volun- 
tarily will take a census or survey of what women 
in the Dominion are capable of doing to help in the 
event of an emergency. Contrary to opinions voic- 
ed by some, the survey is merely for the purpose 
of determining capabilities of women, and their re- 
action with regards to willingness to serve, in most 
cases, at home, 

Questionnaires are at present being cirgylated 
in the local district. A reprint of the questionnaire 
appears elsewhere in this issue. As is pointed out, 
if women Jo not wish to. sign the questionnaire, it 
is not necessary, as-registrars will assist in doing 
this if requested to do so. 

The voluntary registration includes all women 
of Canada between the ages of 16 and 65 years, 

Local women are urged to read over the ques- 
tionnaire, study it closely, and answer all questions 

. With a sense of the responsibility of the part they 
may play ig assisting the Dominion at such a mo- 
ment of disruption, It is believed that the re- 


sponse of women throughout the Dominion will be 
satisfactory. i 


Indifference Of Smokers 


IN 13,719 instances last year, smokers were care- 
less and caused $2,427,000 worth of property to go 
up in smoke. Fires from this catise are top ranking 
in the list of causes, as reported to the Dominion 
\Fire Commissioner's office for’ 1938. Ten years 
ago this type of fire numbered slightly less than 
3,000 for the whole of Canada. ° But with a steady 
increase in the number of smokers, ‘printed a- 
mong the fair sex, there appears also to have de- 
veloped an indifference to the hazzards of fire from 
carelessly disposed cigarettes, tobacco and matches 
that is hardly imaginable. With an increase of 
430 per cent. in the number of firés from this cause, 
‘smokers’ carelessness’ ¢an now be classed as 
Public Enemy No, 1 as far as fires are concerned.

CENSORSHIP REGULATIONS’

of the war prior’ to the announcement 
of a provincial election campaign in 
the Province of Quebec, and the Cen- 
sorship authorities had indeed. no 
knowledge that such an election was 
contemplated, The Defence of Can- 
ada Regulations were made effective 
on the 3rd September, for the security 
defence, peace, order and welfare of 
Canada, Regulation No, 39 says: 

“No person shall by word of mouth 

“spread reports or make statements 
false or otherwise, jnjended or Likely 
to cause disattection to His Majesty 
or to interfere with the success of 
His Majesty’s forces or of the farcea 
of any alljed gr aggogtated Powers or 
to prejudice His Majesty's relations 
with foreign Powers, or 

‘gpread reports or make piate- 
ments, false or otherwise, intended 
or likely to prejudice the recruiting 
training, discipline, or administra- 
tion of any of His Majesty's forces,” v1 

After g careful yeview of the sit- 
uation with Colonel R. P.. Landry, 
Broadcasting Censor, it was found 
that the radio station managements 
had no ggtisfuctory means of pre- 
venting statements travening the De- 
fenee of Canada Regulations from be- 
ing made when broadcasts were pick- 
ed up from public platforms, It was, 
therefore, dedided that. during the 
period of war emergency political 

broadcasta should be confined to 
studio broadcasting, The Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation was asked 
on September 22nd, prior to the an- 
nouncement. of (he Quebec proivincial 
election, to inform all broadcasting 
stations in Canada of the decision and
